COLQUITT’S SENSATION. 

Senator Colquitt has created a sensation by 
taking the position that congress should grant 
jocal option to the district of Columbia. He 
bas prepared a bill looking to this end, which 
he will intreduce in the senate some day this 
week. It is modelled after the Georgia local 
pption bill, but is in milder form, that it 
allows druggists to sell liquor. Senator Col- 
cuittand those who are associated with him 
inthis movement say their primary object is to 
close the barroomsin Washingion. Thesenator 
spoke to a great crowd at the Congregational 
church yesterday afternoon, on the occasion 
of the anniversary of the Young Mens’ Tem 
perance association of Washington. He said 
that no other city of this country was 
drinkiug made so respectable as it is in Wash- 
ington. He denounced it as the source of 
political and secial demoralization, for which 
the capital has beeome notorious. The speech 
created muuch enthusiasm, and after its de- 
livery Senater Colquitt was congratulated by 
leading men from half a dozen states. He 
said today:

tae consiitution, belongs unreservedly and al- 
together to congress. There is no loop hole in 
the Constitution through which congress can 
vade a single responsibility which is therein 
What is the language of the consti- 
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Congress shall) have power : to exer 
rise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever 
over such district (not exceeding tea miles square) 
uS May, by cession of particular states and the ac 
ceptance of congress become the seat of govern 
ment of the United States, and to exercise like au- 
‘hority over the places purchased by the consent of 
the legislature of the state in which the same shall 
he, for the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, 
dock-yard- and other needful buildings, * © 
and to make all laws, which shall be necessary and 
proper for carrying into exection. the foregoing 
powers. 

Under this clause congress has no more 
right to submit the question of local option to 
the people of the district for determination 
than it hasto submit the question of high 
heense. it can authorize the sale of liquor on 
certain conditions, or it can inhibit their 
sale, but the inhabltants of Washington are 
directed as completely of the rights of self 
vovernment as though they lived in a dock- 
vard or arsenal, or on any other government 
reservation.

WasHinGTON, February &.—The chair laid 
lefore the senate the menjorial of the legisla- 
iure of Mississippi, favoring the Eads ship 
tailway scheme. Appropriately referred. 

Amony the measures favorably reported from 
‘committees and placed on the calendar were 
the following: 

Gy Mr. Hoar, from the committee on privi- 
leges and elections,a bill fixing the time for 
the meeting of eongress in 1587, and every 
second year thereafter, on the first Monday in 
October. and in 1856,and every second year 
thereafter, on the second Monday of Novem- 
her. 

By Mr. Voorhees, from the committee on 
udditional accommodation for the library, a 
resolution providing that marble busts of the 
vice-presidents of the United States shall be 
placed in the vacant niches of the scnute 
chamber. 

MR. PLATT UAID ASIDE. 

Mr. Ingalls, from the committee on rules, re- 
ported adversely on Mr, Platt’s resolution, pro- 
viding for the consideration of executive 
nominations in open senate. 

At Mr. Platt’s desire (Mr. Ingalls not ob- 
jecting) the resolution was placed on the cal- 
endar. 

Mr. Piatt said he would hereafter take oc- 
casion tu submit to the senate the reasons 
which, in his judgment, make it desirable that 
the senate shonid adopt his resolution, not- 
withstanding the adverse report of the com- 
mittee on rules. 

Mr. Ingalls offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, directing the committee ou finance 
to inquire into the propriety of making such 
an amen ment to section 357, of the revised 
statutes as may be necessary to require the 
issue of ( nited States notes of the denomina- 
tion of one and two dollars. 

In offering the resolution, Mr. Ingalls said 
that United States notes of a denomination 
less than 45 had practically disappeared from 
circulation, to the great inconvenience of all 
who bad small daily transactions. or were en- 
yaged in the retail trade. He (Ingalls) had 
ascertained by examination ofthe statutes 
that the denomination of United States notes 
was left entirely to the discretion of the secre- 
lary of the treasury, with the single limitation 
ihata wote of a denomination less than $1 shall 
not be issued. Mr. Ingalls understood that the 
smaller notes had been withdrawn, and prac- 
tically retired from circulation, for the pur- 
pose =6of)§=s forcing silver into cireula- 
tion and thereby rendering silver 
unpopular with the people. He supposed that 
if all notes under $50 were withd:awn, the re- 
sult would be that gold would be forced into 
circulation. No effort of that kind, however, 
appeared to have been made, Mr. Ingalls’s 


impression was that the people of this country 


wanted gold and silver as a basis of circulation, 
byt did not desire to carry either metal ia 
their pockets. The people did, however, de-

MR. EUSTIS RAISES A SENSATION. 

Mr. Eustis offered a resolution directing 
the finance committee to inquire whether it 
had been the custom for the assistant treasurer 
at New Orleans to receive deposits of standard 
silver dollars from the shippers of said coin, 
and to issue to their correspondents at New 
Orleans receipts for the silver subject to count, 
and to issue silver certificates after the count 
of said dollars so deposited had been made: 
and whether said custom, if it had prev#iled, 
had been changed by instruction of the treas- 
urer of the United States, and the reasons 
therefor; also whether such custom was now in 
force at any other sub-treasury; also whether 
there was adequate clerical forceat the New Or- 
leans sub-treasury, and if not, what increase 


was necessary there to enable the sub-treasurer

to carry out the law. 

Mr, Eustis stated that the cashier of the Na- 
tional bank at New Orleans written 
him, stating that shipments of dollars 
had been made by banks in the interior to 
their correspondents in New Orleans; but that 
the subtreasurer at New Orleans had refused 
to receive silver dollars on deposit, and that 
that refusal had been approved by the treasur- 
er of the United States. The only sub treasu- 
ry south of Baltimore being at New Orleans, 
the business of the states of Tennessee, Arkan- 
sas, Mississippi, Texas, Alabama and others 
with the treasurer of the United States had 
to be done through the New Orleans. sub 
treasury. It, therefore, became a most impor- 
tant question whether that stu-creasury was 
conducted in compliance with the law, and 
with recognized and approved custom. It 
seemed that the law in favorof the circula- 
tion, transmission and deposit of silver dollars 
had been practicaHy suspended by the officials 
of the United States. What was the conse- 
quence’ A strong prejudice would soon be 
created against the silver dollar. Mr. Enustis 
bad received information from another cashier 
of a bank, giving the startling information 
that the country merchants were refusing to 
receive silver dollars. except at a discount. 

Mr. Dawes inquired whether the sub-treas- 
urers were required to receive silver dollars, 
the property of private individuals, on deposit? 

Mr. Eustis replied that the holders of silver 
dollars had, by the law, the right to deposit 
them in thesub treasury, and receive certili- 
cates therefor. ‘ 

Mr. Coke read the provision of the law on 
the subject to that effect. 

Mr. Chase asked whether Mr. Eustis meant 
that the merchants had refused to take silver 
dollars for debts, or that they had refused to 
sell merchandise for if? 

Mr. Eustis reptied that he understood they 
were taking silver dollars only at.a discount. 

Mr. Morrill inquired whether there had 
heen any diminution of the clerical force since 
the fourth of March? 

Mr, Eustis was not aware that there had 
been. His criticism, he said, was this: That if 
it had been the custom for the banks to send 
their silver money to the sub-treasury, subject 
to count, and to get a certificate to that effect, 
this custom had been suddenly changed as to 
the New’ Orleans sub-treasury, though not 
changed as to the sub-treasury .2t New_York. 
The New Orleans sub-treaSury, Mr. Eustis 
said, haderefused to receive a shipment of $25,- 
0CO from the Memphis, Tenn., Bank of Com- 
merce, and the Waco. Texas, State 
Bank of Waco. If that statement should 
be substantiated, Mr. Eustis continued, and if 
it should be proved that that custom had pre- 
vailed, and it was not violative of law, and 
that it now prevailed in New York and other 
places, then, Mr. Eustis said, the oftlicial who 
had approved of the change of custom in the 
city of New Orleans exposed himself to very 
grave suspicions,to say the least. With refer- 
ence to the secrct warfnre against the silver 
dollar. Mr. would make no charge in 
the absence of proof, but he wanted to get at 
the facts. 

Mr. McPherson said the shipments of silver 
dollars referred to by Mr. Eustis had been sent 
to the sub-treasury at New Orleans through an 
express company, and a receipt demanded for 
it. It was sent to the sub-treaurv to be 
placed to the credit of the State National 
bank. Silver certificates had not been asked 
for. He (McPherson) wanted to kuow if it 
was part of the duty of the assistant treasur- 
ers of the United States to furnish a place of 
deposit for funds belonging to state banks or 
national banks? It would be asking - too 
much of the government that it should order 
the sub-treasurers to become the intermedia- 
ries for deposit of silver sent by one bank to 
another. 

Mr. Eustis 
asked. 

At 2 o'ciock Mr. Blair endeavored to call up 
his educational! bill, but failed. The bill, how- 
ever, retaining ifs place as the unfinished bus- 
iness, while thé€ discussion of the [Eustis reso- 
lution proceeded, 

Mr. Gorman defended the administration. 
The sub-treasury at New Orleans, he said, had 
been found deficient in clerical force to count 
all the silver dollars that were, or would be 
presented. The treasurer ofthe United States 
had already stated tothe senate that he had 
not issued orders to the sub-treasurers to de- 
cline receiving the silver dollars, and issuing 
silver certificates. When the assistant treas- 
urer at New Orleans had 
notified the treasury department that certain 
banks in Tennessee and Texas were 
trying te use the sub-treasury as a conven- 
ience merely to transfer silver from one bank 
to another, and that there was not clerical 
force enough to do it, the assistant treasurer 
had declined to have anything todo with it, 
and the treasury department had said, “you 
are quite right. - The sub-treasury is not to be 
made a convenience in such case, decline to 
receive silyer that you cannot count and issue 
certificates for on day it is presented,” Mr, 
Corman deprecated the use of the treasury de- 
partment as a convenience between three or 
‘tour banks, involving the payment of express 
and other charges by the government. This 
would be the silver idea run mad. He was 
not opposed to silver. Ile believed in silver, 
but he believed in an honest silver dollar. 

Mr. Sherman said if the transaction under 
consideration involved a request from a bank 
that the assistant treasurer should open an ac- 
count with that bank for silver dollars, de- 
posited with the sub treasury, then the gov- 
ernment official was right in refusing to open 
such accounts. Mr. Sherman said the inquiry 
was entirely proper, and that the senate had 
a perfect right to anything on the executive 
files, either relating to thisssubject or to the 
executive appointments. suspensions or re- 
movals.

Mr. Sherman, in reply to Mr. Morrill’s jocu- 
lar querry, whether a citizen could demand of 
the treasury officials the reasons for refusing 
to issue silver certificates, said : 

“That question of reasons does not arise here. 
We can Call for the reason for any official act. The 
real question in that matter is that we cannot call 
on the president for the reason why he removed a 
person. 1 believe that the senator from Alabama 
(Pugh)—that no senator denies that the senate, as 
a legislative body, can call for the 
reason for any act of the executive department. 
When the question was raised during the Hayes 
administration, President Hayes did what  Presi- 
dent Cleveland hasdone,he said that as the head of 
his branch of the government_he was not to give 
his reasons for an officialact, I think that is right,

Mr. Sherman—Is that not an eyasion of the 
whole controversy? Wedonotclaim to exercise 
any power whatever over the discretion of the 
president. We do not ask for his reasons, but we 
have the power to control our own discretion, and 
we have the right toall the information ‘that we 
can get from the executive department to en- 
lighten us. I would like my friend from Alabama 
(Pugh) to point out where, in the history of the 
past, in any precedent of past avs, he can 
show a distinction between executive information 
There is no such 


cise of the president's discretion. Nobody. He is 
as independent as we are. But he must not con- 
trol our discretion. He must not prevent us from 
having the same sources of information that he has. 
He makes a nomination. Why did he make the 
nomination? Was the old incumbent an unfit 
man. a corrupt man.a thief, a defaulter, or the 
like’ Our discretion must be enlightened by all 
the information that the president has, I say, there- 
fore, that we have the right to call for that infor- 
mation. At the same time, we should be tothe 
president always courteous, and if he should give 
any reason for withholding the paper, for example, 
because itwas marked ‘‘confidential.’’ I should 
not object to that, Ifthere are papers not meant 
for the public eye, and heshould choose to with- 
hold that as a matter of confidence, I would say 
that that was probably a case for the exercise of 
discretion. Ifheshouldsay, “I do not Care to 
talk about that, that come tome in confinence,’’ 
that is one thing,but when he says that the papers 
upon which he acts, containing charges made 
boldly and openly, controlled his conduct in mak- 
ing an appointment—papers on pub- 
lie file—he has no right to with 

hold those papers merely because they 
came to him about an executive matier. He ought 
to give them to us unless they are in the nature of 
secret confidential papers, coming to him privately: 
but they ought not to be filed; they ought not to be 
there to poison the fame of a man or to affect his 
family in future time: If they are not to be seen by 
us, and they ought possibly to be seen by him, they 
ought to be put in the waste basket without action. 
That is what I always do with anonymous papers 
thatcome to me, -.- 

Mr. Pugh—The question about the papers that 
come tothe president relating tothe exercise of 
his decretion about removals is wholly irrelevant to 
the question before the senate on the resolution of 
the senator from Louisiana. I object to dragging 
before the senate and country a discussion of the 
right of the senate to make this call on the presi- 
cent, orany memberof his cabinet, for informa- 
tion within hisown knowledge,or contained in any 
vaapers relating tothe exercise of the power that 
Celanes exclustvely to him, under the constitution, 
and not tothe senate. The rightof the senate to 
call upon the president, or any member of his cab- 
inet for information to enable them to prosecute an 
inquiry, or to exercise power that they 
do not possess under the constitution, is 
one thing, the right of thissenate, as part of the 
law making power of the country, toask for infor- 
mation of the president, or of any member of his 
cabinet, ix conterred expressly by section 248 of the 
revised statutes. In that section the right is given 
to either house to call on the secretary of the treas- 
ury for apy documents or publie records in his pos- 
session relating to mattersin his department, of 
public concern, or relating to the discharge of his 
(flicial duty. That statute draws clearly the dis- 
tinction upon which Ively in the resolution that 1 
have presented to the senate between the call by 
the senate upon the president, or any member of 
his cabinet, for information in the possession of 
either, or public records, or public documents in 
possession ol either. The right of 
the senate to make this call for 
the purpose of informiug them, so that they can 
wisely and properly exercise their legislative pow- 
ers, is conferred expressly by that section, 248, and 
that statute, upon its face, shows that the power 
conferred there upon cither house was @ power to 
be exercised by either house for the purpose of en. 
abling it to discharge its duty in reference to legis- 
lation. Butto construe that statute, or any other, 
orany public law or constitution, so as toconfer 
the right upon the senate to call for information 
fromthe president concerning matters belonging 
exclusively to him as chief executive officer of tie 
country—such right cannot be found,in any statute, 
in any public law, or in the constitution of the 
country. That statute, section 248, clearly 
shows that the power there conferred is the power 
conferred upon either house, and is power to be ex- 
ercised for the purpose I hare stated, to enable 
either house to discharge its duties in the prepara- 
tion of a public law relating to the duties of any 
public officer, or to legislate to promote the public 
service of thecountry. Allow me to add: The call 
that you make upon the president, or upon any 
member of the cabinet, is for public documents, 
You do not claim that the senate can call upon 
bim for any other than public documents, or pub- 
lic records. The character of those documents and 
those records determines the right of the senate to 
their possession. The chargcter of these public 
documents decides whether the senate has the right 
tocall forthem. The use thatthe senate intends 
to make of them determines its rightto make the 
call. Who isto be the iudge of these documents, 
as to whether they are public or private’ W ho is 
to be the judge of whether this information or 
paper, in possession of the president or member of 
his cabinent, should besent to the senate’ Who is 
to be the pee of whether the senate has the right 
to call for them”? Some one must have the power 
to determine that auestion. There can be no im- 
propriety in placing on the president the power to 
determine what the character of these documents 
is, and, so, whether the senate has the power to 
call for them. 

Mr. Sherman held that the idea ofa distinction 
between papers, public and private, never oc- 
curred, until during the present ad winistration. 

Mr. Pugh—Do you believe the senate has the 
right te eall on the president tofurnish the senate 
the faets or information on which he acted in 
making removals or suspensions’ 

Mr. Sherman-—ff that information is on the files 
of any department of this government, itis his 
duty to furnish itto us. 

Mr. Pugh—Have you the right to make this call 
on the president for such information, to enable 
the senate to review his action in making a re- 
moval” 

Mr. Sherman—What right has he to say for what 
purpose we shall use the papers’ If we have the 
right to use those pavers at all we have 
the right to use them fur all 
they are worth. Is the resident 
to have the right tosay: ‘Yon shall use those pa- 

+s for one purpose, and net for another.’ There 
is ne such destination. If the papers are on the 
publie file we have the right to see them. They 
may be material or useful. I have myself brought 
dewn to this senate chamber great piles of papers, 
and as a member of these committees, have called 
and handed to. the @ifferent comittees. 
a hundred times for papers from the public files ot 
the different departments of the government, and 
they were sent, and handed over to me, and re- 
ceived by me as a public trustee, as much bound 
to take care of them andtreat them properly as the 
head of any department of the government.

THE ORATOR OF THE DAY. 

Conspicueus among the leaders of the multi- 
tude was Burns, who ran as socialist candi- 
date in Nottingham in the recent election. He 
sneered. at the police, and acted generally as if 
he wished to bring about a conflict between 
them and the people. Finally he ascended the 
pedestal of the Nelson column for the purpose 
of delivering a harangue. He was well aware 
that this act would not be tolerated, and the 
police politely ordered him to get down. 
This he refused to do, appealing to the crowd 
to resist “interference with the exercise of 
popular rights.” The oflicers, however, were 
determined, and they pushed their way 
through the excited and resisting mass of hu- 
manity, and by force removed Burns from the 
pedestal. By this time the crowd had vastly 
augmented, and the streets adjacent were 
packed with a surging mob. The stir in the 
elevated spot where the Burn’s incident took 
place, was easily perceptible over the 
vast area covered by the con- 
course. The sight 6f the helmets and 
uniforms in the struggle was a visible proof of 
the commencement of the “fight against the 
law.” Burns's appeat was responded to with a 
general and fearful howl, and an attempted 
rush from all directions to the point of interest. 
Burns had now been removed some distance 
from the position he had attempted to occupy. 
He became emboldened by the cries of the 
throng, and made a defperate effort to recover 
his lost ground. 

THRTRIU MPH OVER THE AUTHORITIES. 

He was so effectively helped hy the mob that 
the oflicers on the spot were brushed out of 
the way, and the orator was soon pressed up 
against the monument. He quickly reascend- 
ed the pedestal, accompanied by « number of 
other socialist leaders, Burns borea red tiag, 
and he waved it tothe assemblage as the sig- 
nal of his triumph over the authorities. He 
was greeted with deafening shouts, repeated 
again and%again. Burns now leisurely finished 
his address. Hethen read « fiercely worded 
resvulution, This denounced the authors of the 
present distress in England, demanding that 
parliament start public works to give employ- 
ment and bread to the tens of thousands of de- 
serving men who were out of work through no 
fault of their own, but because of had govern- 
ment. declared that it was the duty of the 
government to afford every facility for the 
employment of British capital at home tor the 
benefit of the British people, and to give Brit- 
ish enterprise preference over foreign, and as- 
serted that the time had arrived for parlia- 
ment to earnestly legislate for the relief of de- 
pression in English agricultural industry. The 
resolution also demanded the immediate ap- 
pointment of aminister of commerce anda 
winister of agriculture, and concluded with a 
resolve that copies should be forwarded to 
Gladstone, Lord Salisbury, Varnell and the 
board of public works. 

INCENDIARY ORATORsS, 

The reading of the resolutions was accom- 
panied by fierce comment and short, explana- 
tory speeches by various orators, who stood 
with Burns. Seme of these orators went 
far as to warn the government that although 
the“starving mechanics” of London were now 
attempting to draw attention to their needs by 
quiet and peaceful agitation, they were bound 
to get bread, and would get it by attacking the 
bakers’ shops, next, if the government did not 
come totheir relief. Burns himself, in one 
of these side speeches. denounced the present 
house of commons as a body of landlords and 
capitalists, forwhom hanging wastoo good. 
He also declared that the people had assem- 
bled tosummon parliament to immediately 
relieve the distress of the British working 
men; that the people wanted the question 
settled at once. and gracefully ii possible: 
otherwise revolution was inevitable. 

ASSAULTED BY THE POLICE. 

All this so aggravated the excitement of the 
huge mob, that the police ref@rmed with in- 
creased force, and made another assault. They 
succeeded in forcing their way up tothe pe- 
destal. They reached this point just as the 
resolutions, which had alreaiy been offered 
and seconded, were about to be submitted to 
the mob for approval. The officers at once 
ordered the proceedings to be discontinued on 
the pédestal, and commanded Burns and his 
colleagues to come down. _This they refused 
to do,and the oflicers drfgged them down by 
foree, and drove them from the pedestal. It 
was evident that Burns expected that the ap- 
plication of force to him would precipitate 
a riot, and it was also apparent 
that the officers, immediately engaged in re- 
moving the orators, feared an attack. But 
the men composing the mob were net yet in 
Achting humor, and the mob contented itself 
for a time by hooting the police and smoth- 
ering them with flour, dirt and garbage. The 
officers behaved admirably under this abuse, 
and attempted ne resentment. Afcer their 
ejectment neither Burns nor any of his col- 
leagues made any further attempt to get back. 
They at once left the scene and proceeded to 
the Reform club building. They mounted the 
steps, pointed to the deor and windows, and 
bitterly denounced the inmates. This looked 
like an attempt te set the mob on the build- 
ing. The mob was excited but net up to the 
point of viclence yet. Burns and his colleegues, 
seeing this, vacated the Beform club steps and 
proceeded to the Carlton clab, where they re- 
peated these tactics. By this time the mob 
was tremendous in numbers, and verging on 
desperation, Stories of what the police 
said and done at the Nelson column had been 
circulated from mouth to mouth, exaggerated 
with every repetition until the starving =e 
chanies” were convinced that the authorities 
had actually dared them to @ conflict, Such 
fire as were ready for ignitior and within 
touching distance was inflamed by the 
speeches 
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delivered on the Carlton club steps. 
THE MOB SPLITS UP. 
The mob was split up into many divisions by 
being ferced down the different streets by tae 
pressure from Trafalgar square to get nearer

the occurrences, and the various divisions 


the clubs by stoningthe dwellings and club 
-houses along the way. 
THE WORST OF THE GENERATION. 

Every street the mob visited was surrender- 
ed to them, and at midnight the police reports 
concurred in that never before in the 
present generation such a tremendous dis- 
turbance oceurred in London with so little loss 
of blood. Some officials declare that upwards 
of fifty thousand men must have been rioting 
for at least six hours, with absolute possession 
of every thoroughfare they chose to invade, 
yet no life is reported to have been 
taken.’ If the poliee had been strong 
enough to attack the mob atany point there 
might have been a terrible record, but at mid- 
night everything is pretty much as it was yes- 
terday, and the whole thing appears to have 
been asort of nightmare. While it lasted the 
city was thoroughly excited, bn¢ the mob was 
essentially English, and it made a frightful 
demonstration, was not resisted and went to 
bed at the usual time. 

THE CROWD ON THE SQUARE. 

According to later estimates there were 15,- 
(00 persons engagedinthe Trafalgar square 
demonstration. Two-thirds of the crowd 
were bona fide unemployed working men, 
while.the remainder were socialists. The two 
sections were notin accord, and there were 
frequent collisions between them. The work- 
ing men took no part in the riotous acts that 
followed the méeting in Trafalgar square. 
The socialists aroused te fury 
by the violent tirade of the speakers 
in the square, created a three hours reign 
of terror. The jewelry shops were broken 
into and their contents carried off by the mob; 
carriages containing ladies were stepped on 
the streets and the occupants forced to alight. 
Some of the rioters entered the vehicles and 
drove at the head of the crowd. The mob 
swept through the streets shouting: “Smash 
the windows! Let’s get inside the shops!’ All 
decently attired persons who encountered the 
rioters were maltreated, the wearers of silk 
hats meeting with particularly rough treat- 
ment, 

CHURCHILL HOOTED. 


Lord Randolph Churchill appeared atthe 


window of the Carlton club building when the 
mob reached there. He was loudly hooted 
and menaced with clinched fists by the riet- 
ers. The leaders of the socialists, especially 
Burns, Hyndman, Williams and Champion, 
the last named of whom is an ex-captain of ar- 
tillery, will probably be prosecuted. The most 
violent riots were committed onoNrthand 
South Audley streets and Oxford 
street. Probably two hundred shops 
and a dozen clubhouses were seriously dam- 
aged and about fifty shops were pillaged, in- 
cluding jewelry, bakers, butchers and wine- 
shops. Hundreds of inoffensive people 
maltreated. The police were powerless, 
ultimately succeeded in restoring order 
breakiug up the ranks of the rioters 
small squads. The military were kept 
arm all the evening, while the policem« 
trolled the streets. 

NEWSPAPER OPINIONS, 

The News attributes the riot to the socia 
and fair traders taking advantage of an ex- 
cellent opportunity to attempt toe convince 
the world that a social revolution is brewing. 
There is nothing, the News says, to cause S@- 
tious alarm. The riot cought to prove neith 
apger nor panic. Distress is very real, and 
efforts shonid be made to alleviate it. Owing 
tothe long absence of riots, the police were 
taken by suprise. 
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With Which the Body of Frank Arnold Had 
Been Cut Up. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February &.—[Special.]— 
Two officers, B. H. Beazley and Robert Hitch- 
cock, who captured Ben Brown, went out to- 
day to Ben Brown’s house and found the ax 
used in chopping up Frank Arnold's body. It 
isa short handled ax, covered with blood 
stains. It was taken to the jail and identified 
by Bill Brown. . Brown’s mother was ques- 
tioned and maintained that Arnold would re- 
turn in March. Mr. Beazley told her it was 
no use talking that way. that her son had ad- 
mitted that Arnold was dead, at which she 
exclaimed : 

“My God, what did he dothat for?” 

They also found two planks buried under 
the floor of the stable, which bore evidence of 
having been used in cutting up Arnold's body, 
the prints of the ax being quite plain. The 
grand jury are still investigating the case and 
will probably return an indictment tomorrow. 
\ large crowd gathered at the courthouse to- 
day, supposing Brown would! be brought ont 
fur trial. 

Bill brown today gave some further inter- 
esting particulars of the killing of Frank Ar- 
nold. Whenthe head was examined five 
deep stabs were found in tho neck, which 
could not be accounted for. Bill Brown gives 
an account of these. He says the night after 
Arnold was kitled, the two Foxes, thetwo Jos- 
lins and Ben Brown had the head at Ben 
Brown's house, hunting for the buckshot. He 
peeped under the door and saw Simon Fox 
cutting after the balls, which he took out and 
put in his pocket, and this is how the deep 
stabs came inthe neck. It is the general 
opinion that Bill Brown is the biggest villian 
in the Jot, but he is allowed te (urn state’s evi- 
denee so as to insure the conviction of the

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THE STREET FALLS IN. 


Nashvilie Greatly Sur- 
prised, 

\ ASHVILLE, Tenn., February -.—{Special.}— 
Another unexpected opening was made this 
worning into one of the many subterranean 
gallertes known to underlie the city, and 
which, a number of years ago, attracted the 
attention of the local press, and brought about 
an exploration of a number of under- 
ground caves, and the dis- 
covery that many such permeated 
the geological structure upon which Nashville 
is built. About eight o'clock, as the coal cart 
was passing along the center of Khayme avenue, 
a short thoroughfare running from Broad 
street, parallel with Nauxhall, about 200 feet 
south of Broad street, the cart gave a sudden 
iolt, and rising, repeated its phenomenal pro- 
ceedure once or twice, until it reached firm 
ground, when the driver stopped and looked 
back. discovered that ghe surface of the street 
was falling in with rumbling noise, and 
continued to drop off until a hole was opened 
in the middle of the street with a mean diame- 
ter of abont three feet, and extending in 
depth about forty or fifty feet. Immediately 
upon leaving the bed of the street the aperture 
widened gradually, but uneavenly, toward the 
bottom. with its greatest diameter apparently 
about eighteen feet, forming a cavity in the 
shape of an inverted fannel.

As they came nearer. and 
their aim was better, several men were slightly 
injured. One of them, who was beaten by the 
strikers for refusing to quit work a day or two 
ago, returned thefire. He shot several times, 
and hit oneof the men, who fell and was car- 
ried on by his comrades. Itis not known how 
badly he was ivjured. 


THE MOB INFURIATED, 

The returning of their fire infuriated the 
strikers, who se}, upon Williani Sossin, foreman 
of the men, and gavehim a severe beating. 
The strikers then mad@an attack uppen the 
tipple house, drove the men in charge out of 
it, and upset office stove, which cansed the 
building to be set on fire. employes of 
the company made a plucky attempt te put 
out the fire, and save the tipple, but were 
driven away by the strikers, who surranaded 
the tipple and guarded it until it was consum- 
ed. They allowed the company’s “empleo 
to attempt to save the bollers after the 
was destroyed. The strikers did not attem 
to burn anything else, but after remaining at: 
the works a short time longer, they went te 
the os works, where they did some little 
damage and injured a couple of men. A couple 
of deputy sheriffs were at the Henry Clay 
ovens, but were powerless to do more thar 
some the leaderg. 

A SHERIFF TALKS. 

At “o-, Sherif Stewart met the 
strikers, He had about a dozen deputies with 
him. He made a speech t6 the strikers, and 
they seemed disposed to listen to him at first, 
but when hecounselled them to avoid farther 
violence, they hooted him and became very 
violent. Of-course, thére was no use to try te 
make arrests against such odds. The mob 
then lefi for Scottsdale.

The 
mass meeting at Scottdale today was largely 
attended. Up to 2 o'clock this afternoon over 
$300 had been donated $o the strikers by the 
merchants of Scottdale. 

After leaving Broadferd no other violence 
was indulged in. The strikers marched quitely 
to Scottdale, where they helped to swell the 
crowd at the meeting there to at least 
3,000 people. The meeting was held with a 
view of showing the operators that the back- 
bone of the strike was not broken. Keports 
from all over the region showed that few men 
were working at advances. 

After deciding to continue the struggle the 
meeting adjourned, and fully 500 of the strik- 
ers started in a body to the Jimtown works. 
At 5 o'clock they reached there 
and were met by Sheriff Sterling 
and a posse of deputies. The 
strikers scarcely noticed the sheriffs, and 
marched on tothe works. <A meeting was 
called and nearly all the men employed came 
out and promised to join the strikers in the 
morning.

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A DAY OF TERROR RECALLED. 


The Conviction of Tunis G. Campbell for 
Malfeasance. 

DARIEN, Ga., February 8.—[Special]—About 
fifty or sixty yards from theriver at the lower 
end of the city stands a forlorn looking woodeu 
building of a decidedly barn Jike appearance. 
A stranger would pass it by without notice, 
but the average Darienite every time he passes 
and repasses it is involuntarily brought to re- 
member the times when the whites of Darien 
had to bow in respectful submission to the ludi- 
crous apd overbearing actions of an ignorant 
megro magistracy. This shabby looking edifice 
as late as ten years ago, was the courthouse of 
the city of Darien. 

In 1575 the notorious Tunis G. Campbell 
was tried within its walls before Mr. Henry B. 
Tompkins, the then presiding judge of the 
superior court, for some scandalous abuses of 
his magisterial office,and Judge Tompkins, 
with that fearlessness and personal courage 
which effectually tended to free our country 
from negro lawlessness, amid the threats and 
imprecations of the seething multitude with- 
out, resolutely dealt out to this miscreant a 
punishment which he richly deserved. Judge 
Tompkins having left the courthouse after 
sentencing Campbell, he was ‘quickly com- 
municated with when it became known that 
the negroes were determined to rescue their 
idol. 

The judge quickly responded and after hav- 
ing gained admission to the courthouse threw 
open the front door and surrounded by a few 
whites, stepped out forthe purpose of calming 
the infuriated negroes. 

The appearance of the whites, however, was 
the signal fora general assault, and stones 
and bullets fell thick and fast. The compan- 
ions of the judge were downed in the twink- 
ling of an eye, but providentially, the judge 
escaped unhurt. 

As the night wore on the fury of ‘the ne- 
groes gradually subsided and all the available 
whites were supplied with musketsand put to 
guaid duty during theeentire night to pre- 
vent another outbreak. 

It is probable that the appearance of the 
whites with muskets on shoulder averteda 
general massacre, although had it come to 
real battle the negroes from their overwhelm- 
ing number would have achieved An easy vic- 
tory. Colonel Grubb, who also shouldered a 
musket on the memorable night, says that the 
first rays of the morning sun revealed in his 
soldier grasp a venerable blunderbuss, rusty 
and lockless that seemingly had not seen pow- 
der for a round century.

BARTOW COURT ADJOURNS. 


The Dynamiters Get a Continuance of their 
Cases. 

CARTERSVILLE, February 8.—[Special.]— 

Superior court has adjourned till first Monday 
in April. A great deal of important litigation 
was disposed of. Much public interest was at- 
tracted by the criminal docket. None of the 
parties concerned in the dynamite cases were 
tried, All that have been arrested are out on 
bond, and will be tried at the adjourned term 
in April. Tobe Jackson is still lurking 
around the neighborhood among his friends, 
He is in communication with his attorneys, 
and they say he will be on hand to stand his 
trial next term. 
BOne*Albert Sidney O’Shields,a hardened 
criminal, though a yourg man, born when 
Alpert Sidney Johnston, for whom he is 
named, was the idol of the southern people, 
was tried on two separate charges for 
burglary. He was cleared on the first and 
convicted on the second. On the 30th of last 
December the jewelry store of Turner & Baker 
was broken open and robbed of various valuable 
articles. A few days afterwards O’Shields got 
into a fight with the depot agent and attempt- 
ed to stab him. He was arrested, tried and 
sent to jail. One of O’Shields’ pals, a lad of 
eighteen years, called on several gentlemen, 
had the city council convened, produced the 
stolen jewelry, and in a*penitent mood sent 
for Sam Jones and madea full confession of 
bis criminal connection with ©’Shields. His 
confession was fully corroberated by the prov- 
en circumstances and _ clearly convicted 
O’Shields, though he was ably 
defended in a long aud careful trial, 
Never before was so much difficulty expe- 
rienced in obtaining a jury. The entire panel 
was exhausted before the jury was half made 
up. Then every man in town was summoned 
as talesmen, but still the box was not filled. 
Vigilant bailiffs kept the city under strict sar- 
veillance for half a day on the watch for the 
unwary countryman. At last the box was 
filled and the trial proceeded. Solicitor (sen- 
eral Harris was unable to attend the case, but 
fortunatety secured the services of W. C. 
(4enn, of the Dalton bar, to assist Colouel 
T. W. H. Harris, who represented the solicitor. 
O’Shields had been acqnitted the previous 
week on a similar charge, and the community 
anxiously watched the progress of this 
case, for he had committed no less than a 
dozen burglaries here,in fact has been steal- 
ing from the citizens of Cartersville more or 
less ever since he could walk. He was con- 
victed of burglary here ten years ago and sent 
to the penitentiary whence he was pardoned 
in 1881. He. at once :renewed his career of 
crime and kept the town ina state of terror 
for he always managed to elude all detection. 
Gireat credit is due Mr. Glenn for his masterly 
conduct of this case. His argument to the 
jury was forcible, eloquent and conclusive, 
and has been the talk of the town ever since. 
O’Shields was found guilty, and Judge Fain 
sentenced him for twenty years, the full ex- 
tent of the law.

MORGAN ESTATEANDGRANT FUND 


The Difficulties Experienced in Reclaiming 
the ®188,000 of Wabash Bonds, 

NEW YorK, February &.—[Special ]—The 
executors of the Morgan estate and the Grant 
fund trustees have struck an awkward snag, 
which promises to involve considerable legal 
difficulties before it can be successfully passed. 
When the contributors to the Grant fund met 
on October 22 to transfer the trusteeship from 
the hands of Messrs. George Jones and Oliver 
Hoyt to the United States trust company, it 
will be remembered that a stormy time ensued. 
Jay Gould and George Jones became involved 
in flat contradictions, inasmuch as 
the successful Wall street operator had 
openly censured the latter for investing 5216,- 
000 of the fund in Wabash consolidated mort- 
gage bonds, worth at par only $158,000. This 
investment was made at the instigation of 
Governor Morgan, who, in consideration of an 
additional premium of 2! per cent, guaran- 
teed principal and interest at 7 per cent for 
ten years. Hoyt also explained that he ha‘ 
invested $32,000in Nickel Plate first mortgage 
bonds, which he was willing to pay cash for 
atapy time. Thecommittee appointed at this 
time, consisting of Jue€ge Noah Davis and 
Henry Day, to draw up a deed of trust, mak- 
ing the United States Trust company the 
trustee of the bonds, could not effect 
any settlement with the company, inas- 
much as they flatly refused to receive the 
trusteeship of such securities and suggested 
that they would only take cash in lieu there- 
of. The Wabash bonds had defaulted in 
their payment of interest for several months, 
and reccurse had to be made to the guarantee 
of Governor Morgan to ascertain if through 
that the principal], $185,000,.could be recovered. 
The guarantee provides that if within the 
specified period of ten years the bonds should 
become due the bonds should be repurchased 
for the principal with interest up to the time 
of the demand. The executors of the Morgan 
estate contend that the bonds are not legally 
due, and that they cannot, in. the proper 
discharge of thtir trust, reclaim the 
$18+,060 of bonds sold by Governor Morgan to 
the Grant fund unless the courts decide that 
the bonds are legally due, at least to the ex- 
tent of requiring the enforcement of the guar- 
antee. A suit will be brought up in the conrts 
soon to test the question, and if the decision 
does not compel the reclaiming of the bonds 
under the Morgan guarantee, then another 
meeting of the contributors will have to be 
called and other trustees appointed. The 
bonds mature in 1892,

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the famous «rown jewels of France are -to 
ke sold to provide funds for the support of 
aged workmen. 

It is possible that the scheme will be con- 
sidered: the, perfection “6f common sense. 
Fiance, having no crownand no emperor to 
“wear one, naturally has no use for crown 
jewels. The collection is too valuable to be 
kept simply for show purposes, a3 historical 
relics. : 

And. yet these glittering gems have a re- 
markable and romantic history. In 1791 a 
repért was mede to the French assembly 
| giving a complete inventory of the jewels. 

In the list then made there were carefally 
described 9,547 diamonds, 506 pearls, 134 
sapphires, 150 emeralds, 71 topazes, 3 Orien- 
tal aipetoale. 8 Syrian garnets and & other 
stones not designated. The estimated value 
of these treasures, together with the bijou 
| and mounted parures belonging to the crown, 
amounting to nearly 30,000,000 franes, or 
about $6,000,000. The most famous of these 
gems was the diamond known as Le Kegent, 
valued at 12,000,000 francs, and that other 
diamond equally famous, called Le Sancy, 
valued at 1,000,000 francs. 

About a year late? all France was para- 
lyzed by the most gigantic robbery on re- 
cord. The crown jewels were mysteriously 
abstracted by unknown parties. Organized 
efforts were made} to trace them down in 
every quarter of the world, and the search 
occupied years. Some of the most precious 
of the stones, however, were never recovered 
and the guilty persons were never revealed. 
The Regent diamond was found ina ditch. 
Others were recovered under the reign of the 
First Napoleon. This great monarch added 
from time to time to the national regalia, and 
in 1810 fully 37,393 stones were recorded in 
the inventory. In 1849 this number had 
been increased to 64,812 gems and precious 
stones of all kinds, valued at twenty mil- 
lion franes. 

The well known Regent diamond was 
originally purchased by William Pitt in 
India. He had it eut in London, but the 
royal house of Great Britain could not then 
afford to buy it. Thedukeof Orleans, regent 
of France, purchased it, and after various 
adventures it found its way to Holland. Na- 
poleon bought it and had it set in the handle 
of the sword of state. Since then it has been 
so arranged in its setting as to allow it to be 
used either in the crown or separately. 

Now, consider the irony of fate. These 
dazzling baubles, after adorning the brows of 
kings and queens, and exciting the envy of 
all the royal houses in Europe, are to be sold 
for the support of the pauper laborers who 
with their foretathers tore down the gilded 
fabric of aristocracy, beheaded a king and 
queen, and drove their successors into exile. 
To what base, plebeian uses have these pre- 
cious toys come at last!

But are so many acres in the market? Very 
few eastern people will go to Washington 
territory or Oregon, and so far as they are 
concerned, the item should be deducted. 
The Indian title to lands in the Indian ter- 
ritory has not been wholly removed from a 
single acre. This brings the available acre- 
age down to 24,000,000; and at least 4,000,- 
000 acres in Dakota are valueless. Not over 
20,000,000 aeres of arable lands remain in 
the hands of the government, and every acre 
of this amount that white men can bein- 
duced to occupy will be absorbed within 
four years. When the agricultural lands of 
the government are taken up the land grab- 
bing railroad companies and speculators will 
thrive, and the price of land throughout the 
northwest will be rapidly advanced. 

All this will take place within 
years—possibly within five « years; 
when prices of land are forced 
up, then’ the opportunity of the 
south will be at hand. The southern states 
will then be able to place their unoccupied 
lands before a land hungry population, and 
the tide of small farmers that has created 
numerous states in the northwest will neces- 
sarily flow this way. The south will offer 
lands at prices they can pay, and throw in 
at the same time market and climate privi- 
leges that the northwest cannot offer. It has 
all along been known that the south would 
feel a mighty pressure of population as soon 
as the public lands were gone, and now it is 
plain the change is very close. There is 
not an acre out of water in the south that 
will soon be in demand at fair prices. The 
south bas been willing to work and to wait, 
and the tide of emigration isin sight, bring- 
ing in its train all the other blessings that we 
stand in need of. 

In anticipation of that time it would be 
wise to push Georgia to the front in well di- 
rected efforts. Such expeditions as we have 
recently witnessed should be encouraged. 
If scores of such parties could be induced to 
visit us, it would make this state very popu- 
lar when the tide is fairly ‘turned this way.

Mr. Voerkees voted for the admission of

-Sotith Dakota, but otherwise the vote was 


on party lines. It will doubtless be handled 
in the house in a similar manner, and we 
shall then hear no more of the South Dakota 
scheme. If the senate had considered the 
bill apart from party advantages it is not 
likely they would have voted to seat two 
senators from south Dakota, who would pos- 
sess as much power in the senate as any two 
from the largeststates. They wholly disre- 
garded the dangerous features of the scheme 
in their desire te fortify their majority in 
the senate, and to gain three electoral votes 
in 1888. The house will doubtless subject 
the bill to a thorough discussion, and at the 
end of it the entire scheme will doubtless be 
voted down. 

It may be, however, that an enabling act 
will be passed, permitting the territory as a 
whole to come into the union in a regular 
way. The present population, together with 
the prospects of the territory, entitles it to 
admission; but there is nothing in the case 
-that justifies the partition of the territory 
into two pocket boroughs.

Similarly in the state of New York, 
the number of convicts-has decreased 600 in fifteen 
years, while the pon has largely grown, re- 
ducing the proportion of convicts to the population 
from one in 1559 to one in 187s.

Riel’s Rebellion. 

R. C. M.. Blackville, S.C.: Please give a brief 
account of Riel’s rebellion in the north west. 

The trouble began among the French and indian 
half-breeds of the province of Saskatchewan, who 
were dissatisfied with their treatment by the do- 
minion government. Early in March, 1885, some 
400 of these assembled at Duck Lake, under the 
leadership of Louis Rie}, and formulated their de- 
mands, which related mainly to certain changes in 
the laws concerning ownership of lands, They 
made no written statement of their grievances, tut 
seized some forty white men, traders and promi- 
nent citizens, and held them as hostages 
until the government should send 
acommission toinvestigatettheir alleged wrongs. 
The Canadian government appointed a commis 
sion for this purpose, but in the meantime sent 
troopsto put down the outbreak. The rebellion 
spread through the half-breed settlementé, and 
several Indian tribes joined forces with them. An 
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lake, was defeated, with @ loss of twelve killed 
and eleven wounded. There was a large 
force of militia and mounted police in the Saskat- 
chewan country, but these were so scattered by 
their efforts to protect all the trading posts that 
they could rot mass at any one place in sufficient 
force to attack the enemy. The forcesent against 
the rebels was under the command of General 
Middleton. He brought his soldiers by rail to Fort 
Qu’Appelle and made his headquarters there. He 
then (April 5) marched northwest of Humboldt 
atid west to Clark’s crossing, on the south branch 
of the Saskatchewan. . Following the course of this 
river, he reached Fish creek, near Batochg,Ap=i! 
24, where he found Riel and his forces in ched. 
In the engagement which followed the governnrent 
forces were worsted, or, rather, finding that they 
could not force the rebels from their strong in- 
trenchmeénts, they fell back without much fight 
ing. The fighting was renewed May 9 and contin 
ued juntil May 11, when the rebels were driven 
from their rifle-pits at the point of the bayonel. The 
village was captured and many prisoners taken. 
Meanwhile, a detachment of mounted police, 
under Colonel Otter, had, April 24, re 
lieved Battleford, whieh had been besieged 
by hostile Indians under Chief Poundmaker for 
some weeks, and followtng up the retreating red 
men worsted them in a severe battle May 5. Riel 
was captured May 15, near Batoche. His rebel fol- 
lowers now dispersed, but some of the Indians, un- 
der Chief Big Bear, still held out. These were de- 
feated in two engagements with the government 
troops May 28 and June 3, and then retreated to- 
wards the mountains. They were pursued by the 
mounted policea nd Big Bear himself wascaptured 
July 5. The Indians now made peace without any 
further attempt at resistance. Louis Riel was tried 
for treason, was convicted August 1 and was hanged 
November 18, 1885. 


FIXING FOR THE NEW DEAL. 


The Reorganization of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia. 

Under thé plan for the reorganization of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad com- 
pany proposed by the reorganization committee, 
£6,°50,000 of the consolidated mortgage bonds were 
deposited with the Central Trust company yester- 
day. The committee expects that the plan will be 
adopted. It provides forthe issue of $20,000,000 of 
new consolidated bonds, of which $7,325,000 will be 
held to retire divisional bonds, and $1,534,460 will 
be retained in the treasury of the new company. 
The remainder will be issued in exchange for the 
old consols at the rate of sixty 
per cent, and for the Cincinnati 
and ‘:eorgia division and debenture bonds at the 
rate of 48 per cent. First preferred stock will be 
issued to make good these deficiencies and to rep 
resent the five per cent assessment onthe income 
bonds. New second preferred stock will be given 
at par to the income bonds and tothe six per cent 
assessment on the new common stock, while new 
common steck will be issued at par to the preferred 
stock, and at the rateof four per cent to the com- 
mon stock. The fixed charges of the new company 
will be $904,757 for the first year, while the assess- 
ments will produce nearly $2,500,000 in cash in 
addition to the bond reserved of over $1,500,009, 


PROTECTING EMPLOYES. 


The Pennsylvania System Puts in Operation 
its Insurance and Relief Department, 
Commencing February 1, the Pennsylvania 
railroad company put in operation its insurance 
and relicf department, which has been formulated 
for the benefit of the employes. The general fea- 
tures of the plan are as follows: To divide the 
employes into five classes, according to the rate of 
their monthly wages, with a corresponding rate of 
premium ranging from 75c. to $3.75, according to 
the rate of wages paid: in case of sickness or 
accident the beneficiary to receive from 2. 
to $1.25 per day, and in case of death 
from $250 to $2,500, these payments being based 
upon the sum of wages received by the employes 
and corresponding amountsof premiums paid. The 
plan makes neessary the creation of a new de- 
partment, which will have the charge of all mat- 
ters connected with the sanitary condition of the 
employes and the administration of this fund, 
which is guaranteed by the railroad company. 
This fund will be created, and toa grcat extent its 
principal source of support will be from the fines 
imposed upon employes, administered in the way 
of discipline, etc., for dereliction of duty. etc., and 
will be in — over all the lines operated by 
the Pennsylvania railroad company.

Last Friday morning Cochran, who lives in 
Brewer’s district, near the Fork, had business’ in 
the county which forced him to pass the home of 
the Parkers.

Of the prisoners, 
157 were white males, 18 were white females, 
187 were colored males, and 51 were colored 
females,” 

“What did the fines amount to?” 

“One thousand two hundred and sixty-seven 
dollars. Of this $774.50 were collected, $94.25 
were remitted by the mayor and $398.25 was 
worked out on the streets. I turned over to 
the city clerk $819.50 in money.” 

“What has been the tone of the city ?”’ 

“It has been unusually quiet, and the men 
have done good work. During the month 266 
persons have been taken to the stockade,” 

“And you are happy?” 

“Yes, moderately so. I have on hand a 
proposition that will make the members of the 
force happier. It is a six-hour system for tce 
men. I want to make four changes each day, 
and can do it in such a manner as to make 
each man put in just as much work as he does 
now.

LANDS FOR A FLORIDA ROAD. 


The Ruling of the Late Secretary Chandler 
Sustained. 

WASHINGTON, February &.—In response toa 
request from Senator Call, of Florida, for a re- 
consideration of the action of the interior de- 
partment in ordering the withdrawal of lands 
for the Florida railroad, between Waldo and 
Tampa Bay, Commissioner Sparks, of the gen- 
eral land office, has made a report in which he 
concurs with the late Secretary Chandler, in 
holding that there was no authoritative loca- 
tion of the road prior to the expiration of the 
grant in 1860, and that no 
legal location could be made after 
that date. , The grant was made in 1556. In 
1880 a map of the location was presented to 
the interior department, which was rejected 
and returned to the railroad company. In 1575 
a copy of this map was presented to Secretary 
Chandler, who also refused to accept it. In 1580 
it was again presented to Secretary 
Schurz, who accepted it and ordered 
the withdrawal complained of. Commissioner 
Sparks holds the later action an attempted 
revival by departmental authority alone, of an 
expired and abandoned grant, and that such 
action was without authority of law, and he 
bas recommended to Secretary Lamar that the 
withdrawal be revoked. The lineis one hun- 
dred and eighty-five miles in length, about 
half of which has been constructed since 155v. 
About 500,000 acres are involved.

WASHINGTON, February 8.—Senator Ed- 
munds has acold, and was not present at the 
meeting of the judiciary committee today.

HENDERSON'S SEED, 


The Demand Continues, and the Cemmis- 
sioner is Meeting the Issue. 

“The demand for tobacco seed is simppy as- 

tonishing,’’ said Commissioner Henderson fester- 

day, as he sat in his office opening a pile of letters 


before him. 

**How so”’’ asked THE CONSTITUTION. ’ 

“Well, two-thirds of the letters that fh Rrve 
opened are from people asking for seed, and eWery 
mail shows the same thing. The great demabd 
for the seed shows that the farmers have gone i 
the enterprise in earnest, and it would not 
prise me in the least to see tobacco planting prove 
a success.’ 

“Flow much seed have you distributed?” 

“We are now sending out the last of forty 
pounds. At first I ordered ten pounds, thinking 
that would be enough. Then it was ten pounds 
more, and that was not enough, as 
the demand increased instead of 
ebating until my orders amounted to forty pounds, 
the last of which is now going out.”’ 

While the tobacco secd is going out, large qnan- 
tities of seed of almost every description and vari- 
ety is being distributed. The departmentis doing 
much effective service and Jugge Henderson. has 
his plans arranged to continue the work. He is 
distributing large quantities Kolb Gem watermelon 
seed, cotton seed, and about one hundred bushels 
of ground peas, ofa very prolific variety.

A Terrible Pight Between a Mule and dis Owner— 
The Mule Bites—Mr. John O'Neill Severely 
Bitten By a Mule, Supposed to be Mad— 

The Mule Dies—The Man Very Il. 


On the banks of the Chattahoochee river, 
near Howell’s will, intense excitement sways 
the people. 


» A mule with the bydrophobia has caused 


the excitement. 

The mule is now dead, but before death 
closed the quadruped’s existence he mangled a 
prosperous planter with his teeth, and the 
planter is now tossing and turning with pain 
upon what may prove to be his deathbed. 

The mule belonged to Mr. John O'Neill, who 
lives near Howell’s mill. He was a large, fine 
animal, and from the time Mr. O’Neill became 
his owner up to Friday atternoon last, the 
rmoule*was as quiet and gentle as mules ever 
get to be. 

A MAD DOG IN THE NEIGHBORHOOD. 

Several weeks Mr. O’Neill’s neighbor- 
hood was considerably stirred up by the 
presence of a sup mad dog, but the doz 
quickly disappeared and the péople in the 
neighborhood soon forgot the matter. Ou 
Friday last, however, when Mr, O'Neill was 
in his barnyard with his stock, one of his 
mules began acting strangely. The animal 
would paw the earth awhile with his feet, 
then he would stop pawing, oall"etth his teeth 
try to tear up the ground. All the time the 
mule slobbered as though he had been eating 
second growth clover, and when anything or 
anybody approached him the animal would 
plunge forward, with open @outh and. snap- 
ping teeth. Mr. O’Neill watched the animal 
at first with pleasure, thinking that 

HIs STRANGE CONDU 
was the result of his good keeping, but final- 
ly the pleasure _ way to astonishment and 
wonder. Mr. ©’Neill did not think it safe to 
approach the mule, and watched him from a 
distance. Later in the day, however, the 
mule appeared much quieter, and when Mr. 
O'Neill again went into the barnyard he ap- 
proached him. The mule was standing still 
when Mr. O'Neill started towards him, and 
did not seem to notice the approach. How- 
ever, when Mr. O’Neill was within a few feet 
of the animal he suddenly sprang forward 
with bis mouth wide open. Mr. O'Neill saw 
bis danger and wheeling about started off as 
fast as his legs could carry him, but before he 
had taken a half dozen steps 

THE MULE WAS ON HIM 
with both feet. and in a second the planter 
was on the ground. The mule for once forgot 
the use of his legs and with his teeth began 
biting viciously at Mr. O’Neill. He grabbed him 
first in the leg and then in the body and each 
time his teeth came together on the unfortu- 
pate man’s flesh the mule gave a shake as 
though trying to tearthe mouthful of flesh 
away. Each bite made atermble wound, Mr. 
© Neill yelled terribly for help and persons 
who were near by ran to his assistance. The 
mule did not move as the man came up and a 
liberal use of the stick was necessary to drive 
the infuriated beast away and afterwards to 
keep him off of others. 

THE MAN’S CONDITION. 

When the mule was driven away Mr. 
O’Neill was unable to rise, and was picked up 
by the men and carried into the house. His 
suffering was intense. His clothing was near- 
ly torn from his body. His injuries were ex- 
amined and found to be extremely severe, and 
a physician was sent for. Intelligence of the 
occurrence soon filled the neighborhood, and 
tho people at once remembered the presence of 
the mad dog. They then concluded that the 
dog had bitten the mule and that hydrophobia 
had developed. OnSunday W. F. Johns, who 
lives near Mr. O’Neill, was compelled to come 
to Atlanta for medicine,’so serious was Mr, 
©’ Neill’s condition. : 

Mr. O'Neil and Mr. Johns had both been 
drawn for jury service during the present 
week. Yesterday morning Mr. Johns came to 
the city aud going tothe court house reported 
forduty. With him he brovght a letter from 
Mrs. O’Neil to Colonel L. P. Thomas, sheriff, 
stating that her husband had 

MET WITH A SERIOUS ACCIDENT 
and was unable to respond to the summons, 
The note was not sufficient excuse and Colo- 
nel Thomas soinformed Mr. Johns, who then 
told the colonel just what had happened. In 
closing his statement Mr. Johns said: 

‘When the men got to the mule while he 
had Mr. O’Neil down, the mule had his mouth 
shut on Mr. O’Neill’s leg. They tried to drive 
him away, and were compelled to prize the 
mule’s mouth open with a stick.” 

The mule died Sunday afternoon.
